Hetr- 
ing of Ujaroi's voyage, Leif is said to 
have at once purchased a ship and set 
off to explore tho lauds which Itjarul 
bad only seeu iu lUo distance, Tbo first 
hocamo to was a shorawitlt many largo 
flat stones; this ho called nellulaiid, 
Slate-land (Newfoundland). Tho next 
wns a well wooded country, which ho 
called Marklantl (wood!and),and finally 
ho arrived at a land where vines grow 
In the open air .and self-EOwu wheat 
flourished.

Stales is a rurious study. !u it some 
0,000,000 of letters, written hy almost 
as m an v different people ami failiug to 
reach their iuteuded deslinatioas, wero 
last year opened. Tliero are a score of 
cleik's here who ore favored among .00,- 
000,000 of inhabitants, for they arc al- 
lowed lo open letters ndihtsscd to peo- 
ple of whom they know nothing. There 
are some (oily ladies here, who, if they 
ho but lulftis curious, half as lomaulic 
as the maj.nity of their sex, find their 
work very couxeuial, for it Is their 
duty to read this vast amount of corre- 
spondence, although the pleasure is 110 
doubt lessened by tho fact that a rule 
of the office forbids any information 
thus gained from being divulged. 


llmu-ver, without breaking that rule, 


afjw interesting facts relating to iheso 
letters may be safely girai. In llio liist 


iug, 2,000 because they contained arti- 
cles forbidden to te transported in tbe 
mails, 000,000 because they were erro- 
neously or illegibly addressed, and 
20,000 because they boro no supciscriii- 
tion whatever.

In glass-blowing 
and furnace-work SO men and boyi are 
employed. 
The brick-works 'produce building 


»ud fire bricks, gas-retorts, flower-pots, 
drain-pipes, and turn out about 2,000,- 
000 bricks a year. Tut only fire-clay 
hitherto discovered in Chili is found at 
Lota, below the lower and main coal 
seam. 
Altogether the Lota establishment, 


with its various branches, gives em- 
ploy to some 3,000 people. The coal 
miues arc the most extensive in Chili. 
No other lines reach the output of 1SO,- 
000 to "fyO&O tons, which is the annua 
average at Lola. Tbe output of the 
other principal mines in the Chilian 
coal field may be estimated as follows
